As understood by Applicant, the Office will disable these 
hyperlinks when preparing the text to be loaded onto the USPTO web database, as has been done 
for the same text in U.S. Pub. No. 2007/0213015 Al. 

Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration and withdrawal of these grounds of 
objection to the specification. Alternatively, if it is still deemed necessary, the Examiner may 
contact the undersigned attorney at the provided telephone number to make whatever ministerial 
changes are required to pass this case to issuance.
